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GUNNERY CREW AND OFFICERS 


Fifty Are Injured; Ship Rushed to Los Angeles Harbor Where Men 
Are Taken Off On Hospital Boat; Second Shot 
Narrowly Misses Coast Liner 


LOS ANGELES, June 12.—Forty-five sailors were killed and 
50 injured late today when a terrific explosion blew up the for- 
ward turrent aboard the battleship Mississippi. According to mea- 
ger reports, the explosion was caused when the big gun misfired. 
Many of those killed were blown to uieces. The explosion occur- 
red in Turret No. 2, where more than 100 men were engaged in 
target practice. Gas collected in the breach of the 14-inch gun 
when it misfired and when the breach was opened the air caused 
the explosion, hurling the gunnery crew to their death. 


LOS ANGELES, June 12.—The battleship Mississippi suddenly put 
out to sea again tonight following the disaster suffered this afternoon. 
Despite the rigid naval censorship, it is reported that officers fear an- 
other explosion on the ship is imminent, due to a “hangfire” in one of 
the big gun. turrets. 


LOS ANGELES, Jane i2—In the greatest peace-time tragedy ex« 
perienced by the United States navy in many years, three officers and 
forty-two enlisted man of the gad Mississippi. were killed this af- 
ternoen.
